It has been the general belief that members should not be requested
to serve for more than three years, Drs, Eagle, Tatum and Dubos will
complete their respective three-year terms next month and we do not feel
that we can further impose upon them,

I can tell you truthfully that service on this Committee is not arduous.
The Committee normally meets once a year, spending the better part of a day
examining the scientific problems of major significance and making recommend-
ations to the Director; and visiting some of the principal investigators of the
Faculty at the Institute to discuss their research projects. Periodically,
reports are sent to members of the Committee requesting their advice and
guidance. An honorarium of $100 and travel expenses are made available to
members of the Committee to attend meetings,



It would give me great pleasure to recommend your name to the
President and Board of Governors of the University for formal appointment
to this Committee, and I hope I may have your favorable reply to this
invitation.
